The board of managers of the 
Cinatown-North Beach Youth 
Service and Coordinating Center 
(YSC)，in its March 10 meeting， 
voted to“support and commend” 
the action of the San Francisco 
Board of Education which author- 
ized the superintendent， Dr-. 
Thomas A. Shaheen，to begin a 
process of reorganization of the 
school administration. The board 
of managers，chaired by Dr. Rol- 
land C. Lowem is made up of youth 
representatives and representatives 
from youth service agencies in San 
Francisco and from the Chinese 
community atlarge. 

In supporting the action，the 
board ofmanagersfurther urgedthe 
Board of Education to continue to 
implement its affirmative action 
policy 一 a policy designed to 
recruit，retain and promote quali- 
fied_ minority school personnel. 
This policy was adopted by the 
Board of Education in January 
1970 in an attempt to reverse the 
discriminatory hiring practice of 
the past. In spite of the board's 
efforts, 85 per cent ofthe district's 
administrators _ are whites，even 
though only 35 per cent of the 
studentbody is white. 

The board of managers further 
urged Mrs. Dianne Feinstein, presi- 
dent of the Board of Supervisors， 
“to seekimmediate charter amend- 
Iment to abolish tenure for local 
school administrators” because 
San Erancisco is the only school 
district in California that allows its 
administrators to have tenure. The

U.S. stands 
clear of 
Tiao Yu Tal 

WASHINGTON， D.C. 一 How 
stand the United States on the 
Sovereignty of Tiao Yutai (Senka- 
ku Islands)? ”The United States 
Department of State has issued the 
folljowing statement: 

“The United States'legalposition 
with respect .to conflicting claims 
over the sovereignty of the Tiao 
Yu-tai or Senkaku Islands is that 
the matter is one to be settled by 
the claimants themselves. 

“The United States has adminis- 
trative Tights over the “Nansei 
Shoto” under Article II of the 
Peace Treaty with Japan. The term 
“Nansei Shoto” as used in that 
treaty, refers to all islands south of 
29 degress north latitude，under 
Japanese administration at theend 
oftheSecond World War, thbat were 
not otherwise specifically referred 
to in the treaty. The term, as used 
in the treaty，was intended to 
include the Tiao Yu tai or Senkaku 
Islands. 

“Under the Peace Treaty with - 
Japan，the U.S. Government ad- 
ministers these islands as part of 
the Ryukyu Islands, but considers 
that residual sovereignty Over the ， 
Ryukyu Jslands remains with 
Japan. As aresult of an agreement 
reached by President Nixon and 
Prime Minister Sato in November 
1969,itis anticipatedthat adminis- 
tration of the Ryukyus will revert 
to Japan in 1972. The United 
States will，however，give UP to 
Japan, at the time of reversion of 
the Ryukyus，the _ administrative 
rights acquired from Japan under 
Article III of the Peace Treaty-. 
Thus，Japan will，after reversion， 
have whatever rights ithadpriorto 
the assumption of administrative 
authority by the United States.” 


SCHOOL DESEGREGATING 
COMMITTEE REVIVED 


The Citizens Advisory Commit- 
tee for desegregating San Francisco 
schools，which recently dissolved 
itself after two frustrating meet- 
ings, is being reconstituted by the 
Board of Education. 

The new committee will consist 
of 70 members 一 24 more than were 
on the first on. 

Among the new Imermbers. are: 
Mrs. Carol Lee，Germaine Wong，

There are four Chinese-Ameri- 
cans among the 46 original mem- 
bers: George YY，、Chinn，Gordon 
Lau, Warren Mar and Ben Tom .

They voted 
to disband and to ask the school 
board to name a new committee 
that would be more in proportion 
to the school population, which is 
65 per cent minority.

We, too, support the action of the Board and urge the 
Board to continue its efforts to meet the educational needs 
of students of all races. It is interesting to note that the ed- 
cational needs of the minority students, long ignored by the 
School District with only 359% white students, are finally be: 
ing placed among the top Priorities of our schools. We con- 
slider this to be a revolutionary act, worthy of support by 
concerned citizens and educators alike. 


Litigation is inevitable; reslistance to change is natural; 
struggle for self-interests is human nature. However, if these 
efforts were directed at arousing racist sentiment and creat- 
ing resentment against minority teachers and administrators， 
as they are occurring now, we consider them highly irrespon- 
sible and unprofessional. In fact, they miss the whole point 
of serving the educational needs of students of all races， 


We deplore pubjlic announcements and private remarks in 
schools implicating that minority teachers and administrators 
are less qualified; we deplore the use of executive coercion 
and urider-handed tactics to mobjlize minority administrat- 
ors, teachers, students and parents to confuse the issue and 
to reslst re-assignment; we further deplore the racist attitude 
and Implication that minority school personnel must be more 
qualified than whites before they could be hired or promeot- 
ed. These tactics are racist and'they should belabeledas such. 

The issue or Principle at hand has serious implications for 
the future of education and the society in general. 上 duca- 
tional needs of students of all races must take precedence 
over the antiquated tenure systemi the rights of minority 
Peoples to participate equally, without having to prove their 
Superior qualifications, in our society must be upheld. Ihe 
tenure system does not Serve the interests of good education. 
Since the application of that system in the past has also been 
shown to be discriminatory, it is the responsibility of the 
Board of Education and the Board of Supervisors to abolish 
that system. We strongly urge our readers to address the 
Legislative andPersonnel Committee of the Board of Super- 
Visors on thls matter on TIhursday, March I8 at 2 p.m. in the 
chamber of the Board of Supervisors in City Hall.

Secondly，San Francisco is the 
only school district in California 
that allows its administrators to 
have tenure， This simply means 
that school administrators canmnot 
be demoted or fired. This provision 
in the city charter has effectively 
prevented the Board of 上 Education 
and the superintendent from 
Selecting and assigning the best 
qualified persons as principals and 
administrators. Moreover, adminls- 
trators gain Seniority and promo- 
tion not because they are compe- 
tent，but because they have been 
around longer:. Over the years,， in- 
competent and insensitiVe princi- 
pals could be _ removed from 
schools only through promotion to 
central administration。 As the 
result,“I find more administrators 
than Ineed,”said Shaheen. 


AFFIRMATIVE ACTION 
The third major causebehind the 
decision is the board's increasing 
awareness of the need to recruit 
qualified minority teachers andad- 
ministrators who understand and 
can relate with minority students 
and communities. This awareness 
soon led the board to adopt a 
policy of affirmative ， action 
designed“to implement a program 
of faculty racial and ethnicbalance 
which more closely approximates 
theracial and ethnic distribution of 
the total public school population 
so long:as such efforts maintain or 
”improve the quality ofeducation.2 
This policy,naturally;Rlayed a vital 
fioleintheboard”slatest decision to 
reorganize the school adminis- 
tration and in establishing Priori- 
ties for education of children of all 
Taces。 
NEEDS OF STUDENTS 
Last，but not least,， the board?s 
decision to place the needs of 
students of all races overanadmin- 
istrative System that protects the 
interests of school administrators 
without regard to their compe- 
tence and devotion. From now on， 
administrators will be judged, not 
on the basis of seniority and lon- 
.gevity，but on the basis of their 
abijlity to meet the needqs of stu- 
dents of all races. In short, compe- 
tence ls now defined in terms of 
one'Ssabjlity to meetstudentneeds， 
especially the long-ignored needs 
of minority students who now 
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make up about sixty-five per cent 
of all students in public schools. 
This is precisely why the board 
based its decision of deselection on 
the “racial and ethnic needs of 
students of all races”rather than 
the racial background of school 
administrators. Demotion and 
reorgailiization, unfortunately, still 


fall far short of meeting all the - 


needs and still leave many Prob: 
lems unsolved. It is, however, a first 
Step-. 
RACISM EMERGED 

No doubt, there will be outcries 
of“Teverse racism” on the part of 
whose “ “positions， long 
thought to be securely locked in， 
are affectedby the implementation 
of the latest policy. Others will 
claim that minority administrators 
are being retained，not on their 


merit, but on their skin color. Still. 


others “will concern themselves 
Inore with losses in salary and 
Prestige. These charges and allega- 
tions，on closer examination，fail 
mijserably in addressing the real 
issues at stake 一 the four factors 
embodied in theboardpolicy 一 and 
jgnore the four Imajor :causes 
behind the board decision men- 
tioned'. above. These charges are at 


best motivated by selfish interest 


and at worst are slogans designed 
to arouse racist sentiment against 
Ininority teachers and adminis- 
trators in particular and minority 
cormmunities in general. Moreover， 
they are calculated to intimidate 


and downgrade the competence ， 


and confidence of mincrity 
teachers and administrators. It is 
one thing to protest demotion and 
quite another thing to question the 
competence of minority adminis- 
trators _ through vicious insinua- 
tions and innuendos. These slogans 
garingly display for the first time 
also the underlying and hitherto 
unknown racism among some of 
the white schooladministrators. 
CONCLUSIONS

ASSISTANCE 


At this writing，the United 
States has already given over 
$250 million of military 
assistance (prohibited by the 
Cooper-Church Amendment) and 
$100 ”million in ， economic 
subsidies to the shaky Lon Nol 
government of Cambodqia and yet 
estimates by reliable sources 
(Burchett， Guardian， Jan. 30) 
indicate that only nominal 
control of the countryside by 
that regime is effective presently 
(less than one-third ). 

United States - air power is 
providing close air support for 
Cambodian forces， but the 
National United Front of 
Cambodia (NUP) 一 (formeriy 
KKhmer  Rouge) has increased 
from 3;000 before the coup to 
over 115,000 guerillas, backed by 
possib1ly 35,;,000 North 
Vietnamese and NLEF guerillas 


within Cambodia. 

In Vietnam，the situation is 
even less -optimistic. Student 
politics have swung to the le 代 
and are now in harmony with the 
NLE.

However， just as _antiwar 
momentum was defused by the 
Vietnamization ploy last year, so 
Wil “nervous nelly”opposition 
to prolonged involvement in 
Vietnam be quelled this year 一 
either by continued talk of 
withdrawal “ (and ”numerical 
Wizardry) or by a full-scale South 
Vietnamese invasion of the North 
(TIME，March 1) 一 the latter 
would “win the war” and fulfill 
the ， Nixon ” Administration?s 
.fondest hopes of disengaging 
honorably from Indochina.

Do the Chinese people have problems in Los Angeles? The 
ral myth is that“there are no problems.” This is a fallacy! 
have had problems in the past, in the present, and we will have 
ms in the future. 

Two significant factors contribute to some gross misconcept- 
jas of the Chinese in Los Angeles, namely; the general public's 
ncy to stereotype and the Chinese's tendency to hide the 
fr Side of their culture. 

It is true that Los Angeles Chinese Community has its share 
Lithe problems，similar to those existing in New York and in San 
Chinese communities, yet,，we have our own unique char- 
lteristics and problems which are different from those problems 
Uiewhere in the United States. It would be a fault to generalize 
lems confronting a small section of the Chinese population to 
Whole nation. 
Im order to clear some of these myths, it is time to bring 
Im of these problems to the limelight. 
U RU IThe exact number of the Chinese population living in Los 
Jigeles County is not known. The present estimated number based 
ithe 1960 population census and the number of immigrants 
Jittling in Los Angeles annually is about 45,000，In 1969, there 
j5re a total of 9,516 aliens from China，Hong Kong and Taiwan 
jgistered at the Immigration and Naturalization Services，Los 
hgeles County. 

Out of the total Chinese population, a small percentage of 
cm are in dire need of heljp. Rating the intensity of the problems， 
SiChinese senior citizens come first on the list, followed by the 
cent immigrants from Hong Kong and Taiwan,，and the youths. 
The senior citizens are the “So-journers”, mostly males，who 
jimie here as pioneers，leaving their families in China mainland . 
jme of them have worked in the mines and on the railroads' in the 
JW part of the twentieth century. With political upheaval in 
immunist China, they have lost contact with their primary family 
gmbers permanently. They are living on their meagre savings since 
IEeat number of them refuse welfare， Having lived in Chinatown 
Litheir lives，they have not learned the“English”language.

Use of drugs and narcotics, and petty thefts have been recorded as 
处 Oowing problems in Chinatown. The juvenile delinquency rate is 
higher among the American-born Chinese youth than the newly- 
arrived youth. The American-born youth are faced with the stress 
and storm 3s any American youth，coupled with the cultural va- 
lue conflicts with their Chinese-born parents， The generation gap 
is intensified by the fact that.the two generations. may commauni- 
cate in totally different languages. 

behind the tacade of beautitul touiist attractions in Los Ange- 
les Chinatown:,lurksthe unknown ugliness oftiny attics, ever-crowded 
sewing factories and filthy hotel rooms 一 the unfortunate inhabitants 
of which may be afflicted with tuberculosis. Los Angeles Chinatown 
i8 on the verge of becoming a complete ghetto.， Most of the Chinese 
people do not live in Chinatown. However, the “non-English speak- 
ing Chinese population do tend to settle around the Chinatown area. 
There are not enough accomodations and jobs to absorb the rapid 
increase of new arrivals each month. Each month;, we find ourselves 
deeper and deeper in the whirlpool of crisis: Such massive problems 
can no ]onger be handled by family members and family associations 
as 让 Were in the past， We need external help to resolve these prob- 
lems. 

Unfortunately,in Los Angeles County, there are very few com- 
Imunity resources to help them regarding employment，poverty- 
housing, health, education and so forth.，The myth is that'the Chi- 
nese do not need social services. Even when services are available， 
they w 记 not come for help。 This accounts for there being few 
Chinese-speaking workers in any of the public social services and em- 
ployment agencies to meet the growing needs of the Chinese popu- 
lation in Los Angeles. We find there are no old age homes and no 
Iecreational facilities in and around Chinatown， There is a lack of 
day-care centers, Schools, and clinics staffed by bi-lingual workers to 
serve the Chinese imimigrants, senior citizens and the malnourished 
children. 

While the Ainerican society in generalis beginaning to recognize 
the needs of the Blacks and the Browns, the quiet Orientals are“for- 
gotten and “ignored”， Whereas opportunities have been granted by 
the majority to other minority groups, these Opportunities are not 
easily accessible to the Orientals， The Chinese-Americans，as any 
other Oriental groups,， are “excluded from the Imajority and often 
left out from the minority,”yet at best we are hyphenated Ameri- 
cans Without being able to share.the rights and Privileges of full- 
fledged Americans. 

Unless something is done soon to prevent the explosion of 
these problems into uncontrollable dimensions; the effects will be 
unfortunate both for the Chinese community and for Ainerican so- 
ciety at large. Both the Chinese people and the American pubjlic 
should share the responsibility and act together to Prevent this cala- 
mity.。 Prevention calls for immediate planning and action. Only 
through mutual understanding and:social action， will the Chinese 记 
Los Angeles be able to cope with these problems.
